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Tedder Named | 
Air Chief for 


Second Front 


LONDON, Tuesday, Dec. 28.— 
(?)—The shaping of the team that 
will direct the main invasion of 
Europe took another step forward 
today with the announcement that 
Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur 
Tedder has been appointed deputy 
to General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
supreme commander. 


The selection of the man who 
swept the German air force from 
the skies of North Africa and then 
directed the air cover for the in- 
vasion of Sicily and Italy as Eisen- 
hower’s right-hand man in the 
west made it clear that a great 
share of the grand assault has 
been assigned to Allied air forces 
and that co-ordination of land and 
air troops is to be more tightly 
knit than ever before. 

At the same time, it was an- 
nounced that General Sir Bernard 
(Tolly) Paget, a veteran of Brit- 
ain’s ill-fated Norwegian campaign 
in 1940, had been appointed com- 
mander in chief in the Middle East 
at Cairo.

The growth of Atlanta has been due, primarily, to the 
expansion of transportation facilities, and to its admirable 
geographica! location. It was inevitable, discernible to the 
eve of Calhoun, for example, a century ago, that lines of 
communication in the southeast would converge, cross, and 
thence radiate from Atlanta. 

This would have been true even had there been no de- 
velopment of the railways; but the building of railroads 
immeasurably expedited the development of Atlanta, so that 
it was one of the south’s great centers before the War Be- 
tween the States and its “strategic heart” during that con- 
lict. It was the natural importance of location that spurred 
its rebuilding after General Sherman’s fire, and the post- 
Civil War railroad developments enhanced its importance. 

The state-owned Western and Atlantic contributed much 
to the growth of the community. Likewise it contributed 
one of the major problems with which the municipality and 
its citizens must grapple today. 

For the Western and Atlantic does not skirt Atlanta; it 
passes through the heart of its business district, bisecting 
the shopping area a half-block from Five Points. It con- 
tributes to the pall of smoke that besmuts downtown At- 
Janta, although the lessees of the road have done everything 
reasonable to abate the smoke nuisance. Its right of way, 
bridged by three community-built viaducts, contributes 
nothing to the beauty of Atlanta. 


Enclosed Railroad Tracks Suggested 


To Eliminate Smoke Hazard, Noise 
Development of the Western and Atlantic right of way 
through the city is one of the important postwar objectives 
of the state. Whatever the ultimate design of the improve- 
ment, it may be styled a “plaza” for purposes of discussion, 
and its improvement will involve construction of some suit- 
able kind to occupy the street level, thus enclosing the tracks 
and eliminating the smoke hazard, the noise and the un- 
sightliness of a gulch or canyon through the downtown city. 
The Western and Atlantic is, at present, under lease 
to the Louisville and Nashville railway, which leases the 
gga for railroad purposes. However, development of 
the “plaza” would be a function of the state, presumably 
with city and county co- operation, probably through crea- 
tion of a suitable state-controlled “authority.” 
There are several forms that the development might take. 
It has been suggested that commercial structures might 
be erected on the property, yielding an excellent return to 
the state on the investment, and making it self-liquidating. 
While it is desirable and almost necessary that the project 
pay its own way, there are obvious objections to this plan. 
First, there is congestion enough in downtown Atlanta now; 
second, the state ought not to enter the real estate field in 
competition with private enterprise as long as private enter- 
prise is capable of caring for the normal growth of the 
community.

It is quite probable that ultimate development of the 
project would necessitate merging of Some of the plans, with, 
perhaps erection of some structures designed for commer- 
cial use, creation of an east-west artery through the down- 
town section and development of parking space and attrac- 
tive parkways. 


Project Should Be Referred 


To Impartial Experts for Study 

In my opinion, the determination of a plan should be 
referred to an independent survey of impartial engineers. 
The development will be among the first to be considered 
hv the Agricultural and Industrial Development Board of 
Georgia during 1944, and it may be anticipated that this 
body will submit the matter to such a group of experts for 
studv. 

The development also will have to wait upon determina- 
tion of the precise legal status of the property. Of course 
the development will not interfere in any way with the 
operation of the railroad, and thus will not impair any of 
the rights of the state’s lessee, the Louisville and Nashville. 
Only the “air rights” are involved in the construction, but 
the precise legal status will have to be settled, possibly by 
a friendly suit through the courts. 

The rights and interests of the county, the city and the 
railroad lesseés also must be taken into account. for the state 
would not desire in any way to foster a development that 
did not harmonize with Atlanta’s and Fulton county’s plan- 
ning. The State Agricultural and Industrial Develonment 
Board will consult with the city authorities and the Fulton 
County Planning Board as it investigates the problem. 


_Create Authority to Handle 


Problems of Financing, Development 

Creation of an authority to develop the property probably 
will be the best solution of the problems of financing, devel- 
oping and administering the development. Such an au- 
thority might well be created by the 1945 general assembly, 
which might give that-agency the right of eminent domain, 
permitting it to acquire and clear away undesirable struc- 
tures bordering on the existing property. 

The “plaza project,” of course, is of great value to At- 
lanta. But it is likewise of value to the entire state. It can 
mean the improvement of the state-owned property, mark- 
edlv enhancing its value. Likewise, as a public works pro- 
fram of very great utility, it can hope for substantial fed- 
eral grants in its construction and will provide a great many 
man-hours of work to stimulate employment and thus help 
to cushion the transition period that follows the war. 

As such it will be one of a number of such projects, big 
and little. over Georgia that will be examined, determined 
upon and put in the blueprint stage in the next 12 months. 
This administration believes that a public works program 
is probable after the war, but that it will very wisely be 
limited to basic and needed improvements and will not be 
of the “leaf raking” type. Solid projects, of real social and 
economic importance, will be its backbone. Planning such 
projects is the way to make ready for peace in the midst 
of war. 

One thing is certain about the Atlanta “plaza” project, 
the state will utilize its entire resources to see to it that the 
development in no way interferes with the enjoyment and 
use of the property by our people and that the value of the 
property is in no way depleted. )

While pouring rains and snow 
turned the, Italian front into a 
quagmire, restricting ground fight- 
ing and bogging all heavy bomb- 
ers, the deadly diversity of the 
Allied aerial arm was demon- 
strated in a series of attacks by 
Marauder mediums on German 
communications in northern Italy. 
The Allied command announced

Marauders hit railway yards at 
Prato and Pistoia, 10 and 15 miles 
northwest of Florence on _ the 
north branch of the line to Pisa 
and Leghorn, and at Empoli, 10 
miles southwest of Florence on the 
south branch line. A communique 
said “good coverage” was obtained 
an the rail yards. The previous 
day Allied bombers had smashed 
the yards of Pisa. 
_ While the air force was harass- 
ing the enemy rear, American 
troops scrambled forward in a 
driving rain to take two more 
high points of the Mount Samucro 
mass overlooking the highway to 
Cassino on the west-central front, 
and Canadians of the Eighth Army 
brought up reserves of tanks to 
aid in their house-to-house fight 
through the streets of Ortona on 
the Adriatic coast. 

It was announced that the Ca- 
nadians had occupied two. more 
blocks in the northwest corner of 
Ortona, into which the bitterly re- 
sisting Germans were pushed four 
days ago. A communique said the 
Nazis were being “driven out 
Street by street.” The Canadians 
entered Ortona a week ago yes- 
terday. 

Indian troops captured the vil- 
lage of Villa Grande, five miles 
inland from Ortona and a mile 
north of the Ortona-Orsogna road, 
and beat off two tank-led Germa 
counterattacks. | 


SOVIETS REPEL FOE 


Among the points captured was 
Andrushevka, 22 miles southeast 
of Zhitomir and 20 northeast of 
the rail junction of Berdichev and 
only 15 from the Nazi-controlled 
railway linking those points. 

“North of Kirovograd our 
troops repulsed attacks launched 
by enemy infantry and tanks,” 
the communique announced. 

Yugoslavian Partisans of Tito 
said they had defeated an attempt 
of German troops to land on an- 
other island off the Croat coast. 

The island was not named, but 
the German high command de- 
clared the island of Korcula, south 
of Split, had been “cleared of 
Communist bands,” with 500 of 
them killed and captured. 

The Germans said numerous 
small vessels had been captured 
there, suggesting that they were 
trying to cut Tito’s supply line 
across the Adriatic and recalling 
Middle East reports recently that 
the Allies were shoving signifi- 
cant materials to the Partisans in 
fleets of small boats. 


SHELL NEAR SPLIT 


Allied headquarters dispatches 
from Algiers said British destroy- 
ers had shelled the small port of 
Drvenik, north of Split, in an ef- 
fort to keep open the supply line 
to the Balkan front. 

A German broadcast said a 
British liaison group headed by 
a Captain Jesseries and includ- 
ing two British noncommissioned 
officers had been captured in 
fighting in Bosnia. 

Meanwhile, a communique from 
the exiled Yugoslav government 
in Cairo suggested that the in- 
ternecine struggle between Tito’s 
Partisans and General Draja Mi- 
hailovic’s Chetniks was easing at 


least in some localities. It said 
the Partisans and Chetniks were 
co-operating in the Vojvodina 
area in the north and in the Knin 
and Sinj regions of Bosnia.

And the Georgia Wardens’ As- 
sociation which met with the 
group pledged its co-operation 
“100 per cent” in cleaning house 
in the prison system. 

The commissioners passed a res- 
olution commending the prison re- 
form program, lauding the ap- 
pointment of Wiley L. Moore as 
director of corrections and pledg- 
ing their support in maintaining 
any reasonable rules and regula- 
tions governing county prison 
camps. 

Committees were named from 
both the Association: Georgia 
County Commissioners and the 
Georgia Wardens’ Association to 
confer with Arnall and Moore in 
working out regulations for coun- 
ty camps and for distribution of 


'prisoners among the state and 
county systems. 


The state had much to offer 


counties working hand-in-hand in 
rehabilitating prisons. 


The Governor offered a tenta- 
tice state subsidy to help counties 
pay wardens—so they could get 
and keep capable prison officials. 

The director of corrections of- 
fered to make uniforms for both 
inmates and guards at low cost; to 
train guards and cooks at Tattnall 
for the counties and to give the 
counties prisoners of trusty caliber 


and not incorrigibles. 


For those counties which are 
not interested in. prison reform, 
the prisoners they now have will 
be taken from them, Arnall 
warned. ? 

Arnall and Moore both spoke of 
establishing a system of “honor 
camps,” whereby those counties 
which met the new specifications 
the best would be rewarded. 

The Governor said he would—if 
legally possible—have the state 
augment county funds to provide 
better pay for wardens in these 
honor camps. Moore said the 
honor camps would receive first 
— in prisoner distribu- 
ion.

SANFORD’S SUGGESTION 


Warden Joseph W. Sanford, of 
Atlanta Federal Penitentiary, who 
is president of the American 
Prison Association, asked the 
counties to work for more eco- 
nomical administration of prisons 
and to improve the quality of 
prison officials by providing bet- 
ter job security for the. wardens.

“The only thing needed for us to win the 
European War in 1944 is for every man and 
woman, all the way from the front line to the 
remotest hamlet of our two countries, to do 
his or her full duty.” 

Those are the words of General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the man chosen to command the 
coming invasion of Western Europe, the man 
who has been in command during all the suc- 
é¢esses of Allied arms in North Africa, in Sicily 
and in Italy. 

No man in the world today is in better posi- 
tion to know the truth of the war situation. 
We can end the war in Europe, at least, in 
1944, which means we can bring most of our 
boys now fighting in that area home for next 
Christmas, if all of us do our “full duty.” 

That one sentence, spoken by General Eisen- 
hower at a conference with American and 
British correspondents, should be emblazoned 
in letters sq high that no one, either in the 
United States or Britain, can fail to read it or 
to hear it. It should be memorized by each 
individual in the United Nations. 

It- should be reiterated, daily, into the ears 
of every worker who Strikes or threatens to 
strike. It should be the daily litany of every 
railroad worker, of every steel worker, those 
upon whom rests so great a responsibility for 
the victory we seek, yet who have threatened 
to hamstring the nation at this crucial hour. 

It should be poured into the ears of every 
industrialist who seeks swollen profit out of 
his war contracts. 

It should be the first lesson of every business 
man who places personal or group privilege 
gbove the safety of the nation’s economic life 
by speeding the accelerating spiral of inflation. 

It should be read, repeatedly, by everyone 
who squanders surplus funds on luxuries. 

It should be taught to all those who betray 
their nation by the perpetration of crime. 

It is a ringing challenge to us all. 

Devoutly may we pray that He open the eyes 
of us all so that we may accept the challenge 
and do our full duty toward the bringing of 
the final victory in 1944.

Wasted Money 

One more German battleship, the Scharn- 
horst, has been sent to the bottom. That leaves 
but two ships of the first class for the Nazi 
fleet, the Tirpitz and the Gneisenau. 

One by one the capital ships with which 
Hitler started the war have been sent to their 
ordained end on ocean bed. There was the 
Graf Spee, trapped and then scuttled by her 
crew in a South American port. There was 
the Bismarck, mightiest of all, sunk in the 
Atlantic. And now the Scharnhorst. 

Both in the first World War and in this, the 
German surface fleets have been of little use. 
It has been only by their submarines and light 
raiding vessels that they have been able to 
inflict any serious damage. 

In the first World War about the only value 
of the German fleet -was that its existence, 
in the harbor of Helgoland, immobilized a 
large British fleet which had to keep watch 
that it did not venture to sea. When it finally 
cid come out it was smashed back again. 

In this war the surface ships have been 
almost useless to the Germans. They have 
destroyed a few Allied ships, to be true, but 
in so far as any effective contribution to the 
Nazi cause goes, they might as well never 
have been built. 

In fact, when the record of the German 
navy, in so far as capital ships 1; concerned, 
in both wars is considered the wonder arises 
why either Kaiser Wilhelm or Hitler wasted 
money on their construction. The money and 
material, to say nothing of their crews, lost 
in capital ships could certainly have been used 
to better advantage from the Nazi point of 
view. 

As for the remaining ships, the Tirpitz and 
the Gneisenau, nothing would please both Brit- 
ish and American naval men more than if 
they would both come out and fight. They 
probably dare not, however. 


County Commissioners 

Georgia’s county commissioners and wardens 
yesterday joined, as was expected, the parade 
of good government in Georgia. They voted, at 
their meeting Monday in Atlanta, to take the 
lead in cleaning up the county camps and in 
improving county government. 

They heard the governor, Wiley Moore, of 
the prison board, and Warden Joseph W. San- 
ford, of the federal prison in Atlanta, discuss 
prison reform. They heard the governor pledge 
every effort toward maintaining the financial 
stability of the counties. 

Saying he war anxious for the wardens and 
commissioners to participate in prison reform, 
the governor left it with them. They voted, 
without a dissenting vote, to initiate reforms 
in each county camp. 

This is the way government should function 
and we rejoice with all who believe in good gov- 
ernment to see it continue at work in Georgia.

Cut Down Your Smoking? 

Probably everyone who ever smoked cigar, 
cigaret or pipe has, at some time or other, 
made resolution to “cut down on smoking.” In 
99.9 per cent of instances, such resolutions 
have been more honored in the breach than 
in observance. 

However, there is a situation developing 
which, it appears, may cause an involuntary 
reduction in cigaret production in this coun- 
try. It is conceded by leaders in the tobacco 
industry that, by next summer, there will 
probably be periods, in many “parts of the 
country, when there will be no cigarets at 
all on sale in the stores. 

Already most of us have experienced in- 
ability to secure a favorite brand. Already a 
voluntary rationing system has been put into 
effect by the cigaret industry, which operates 
all the way from the manufacturer to the re- 
tailer, under which most stores are getting 
only from 70 to 80 per cent of their normal 
needs. 

The truth is the demand for cigarets is 
greater than the tobacco production. Some 
tobacco is being exported, under lend-lease and 
the cigaret consumption by our own soldiers, 
and civilians alike, is increasing all the time. 
In 1943 alone it is estimated cigaret makers 
used 239 million pounds of tobacco more than 
the crops brought in. Incidentally, while crop 
restrictions on tobacco will be retained next 
year, a 10 per cent increase in acreage and 20 
per cent increase in poundage marketed will 
be permitted. 

It looks as though the cigaret consuming 
public is going to have to practice a certain 
degree of abstinence or else the American 
practice of aging tobacco for cigaret manu- 
facture for three years will have to be modified. 

Perhaps our manufacturers will have to 
adopt the British system of aging the leaf not 
more ethan 12 or 18 months. But American 
smokers, almost invariably, are far from en- 
thusiastic about the qualities of British made 
cigarets.

Home Rule. in Georgia 

“JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 20.—A pro- 
posal under which all cities of 10,000 or more 
population and counties of 85,000 and up in 
the state may have absolute home rule except 
in the election matters and the circuit courts 
has been prepared by a subcommittee of the 
local government committee of the Constitu- 
tional Convention.” 

It is to be regretted that the dateline on 
this news story (from the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch) was not Atlanta, Georgia. The Post- 
Dispatch item goes on *to say: “Under the 
present constitution the legislature may abol- 
ish or create certain offices, may establish and 
change salaries, and may designate the num- 
ber of employes in many offices. Each session 
of the legislature finds many bills affecting 
the county and city government.” 

That applies to Georgia even more than to 
Missouri b2cause Georgia has more counties— 
hence more local bills to delay and flood the 
legislative mill. Georgia has tried the home 
rule bill several times, but always the legisla- 
ture, lacking any public demand, has let it 
die. Missouri seems to have got public opinion 
behind the bill. Georgia must keep trying.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 
THE LOWLY LOUSE General Mark Clark has ordered the 


American Fifth Army to remain out 
of Naples. That city has seen a tremendous increase in the numbers 
of persons suffering from typhus fever. No American soldier as 
yet has come down with it, but the general is taking no chances 

with the vigorous lice of Naples. 

The louse has never had his proper place 
in history. Robert Burns wrote a poem about 
him, and the late Hans Zinsser did very well 
indeed with him in that remarkable volume, 
“Rats, Lice and History.” But the louse has 
never had any monuments erected to him, and 
that is a pity, in a way, because he is a great 
conqueror, The generals got all the statues, 
and the louse got sworn at and scratched. 

In the first World War, our soldiers used to 
take great pride in the numbers and activities 
of cooties, or “séam rabbits,” in their garments, 
but medical control, then as now, kept down 
any great epidemics in the armies of the great 
powers. | 

The fact that the louse and his disease, 
typhus, killed almost as many persons in the 
Balkans as died in the first war, and that the 

Russians, soldiers and civilians, died like flies until some two years 
after that war, was tribute enough to the louse as a wartime killer. 

The well-informed officer respects the louse. Hence, it is no 
surprise to read that General Clark has put Naples out of bounds. 
The lice of Naples are going strong, and the Italians there are sick 
and dying. The general, despite inoculations, is taking no chances. 
He knows the louse is a powerful foe. 


THEY REMEMBER GENERALS Generals, as I say, are 


remembered. It would 
be better to remember the louse. The Swedes were defeated in 
Russia in 1708 not because they were poorer soldiers than before 
but because they were reduced to an impotent force by a plague 
of typhus. 

The louse probably decided the French revolution. In 1792, 
William of Prussia, with almost 50,000 well-trained soldiers, was 
marching against the French revolutionists, who were, at the time, 
largely untrained and ill-equipped. Typhus and dysentery reduced 
his army by half, and he retreated. ' 

Many a schoolboy has recited that great oration about Toussaint 
Ouverture. No one has said much about the louse and the mos- 
quito which decided the revolution. In 1801 General Leclerc 
landed with 25,000 good soldiers. Toussaint was routed and driven 
into the hills. 

The mosquitoes and the lice began to bite the French soldiers. 

Of 25,000 French soldiers, 22,000 died, and the Haitian republic 
was established. Toussaint was a courageous genius, But he won 
with the aid of two good allies. 

In the memoirs of Chevalier J, R. de Kerckhove, corps surgeon 
with Napoleon in the Moscow invasion, one may read that typhus 
and dysentery became so great that by the time the retreat was 
ordered there were not more than 80,000 men fit for full duty. 

Cold weather with exposure and pneumonia began to kill them 
off. Thousands of sick were left at Smolensk. There were 25,000 
sick at Vilna. Three thousand lived. Almost to a man, those who 
escaped from Russia were infected with typhus. 


SOCIAL FIGURE The louse was a familiar object in good 
‘society, including royalty and our own 


‘ colonials, until well after this republic was established. General 


George Washington’s “Rules of Civility” touch on this subject. 

The louse is in the history of every military invasion, no matter 
what the century or year. Hence, it is no surprise to find him on 
the iob in Naples in World War No. 2. 

The typhus epidemics of the first war began in 1914 in Serbia. 
It spread rapidly, with Russia, Poland, Rumania, Lithuania and 
the countries and peoples of the near east the greatest sufferers. 
Russia estimated a quarter million dead by 1917, and from 1917 
to 1921 more than a million died from typhus alone. 

Our hero, the louse, apparently has lost none of his vigor or 
determination. He fights on the side of any army. He prefers 
the dirtier one and the one with the least medical care. Which 
means we will have him on the enemy’s side—but we can take 
no chances. 

The louse has done only fairly well in Georgia in peacetime. 
Year after year, he manages to spread typhus among a hundred or 
so persons. In civilian life, as in war, he does best where there is 
the most dirt, the least sanitation. Not many Atlantans die from 
typhus. This year, through November, there have been only 1,134 
cases in the state; last year, only 1,058. The deaths run about 55 
per year. Atlanta had 47 cases in 1942. There were 43 through 
November of this year, Ninety-five per cent of this nation’s typhus 
is in the eight southeastern states. 

The louse is a world citizen—busiest now in Naples.

TEN YEARS FROM NOW There are, today, some 11 million 


men and women wearing the uni- 
forms of the fighting services of the United States. Approximately 
one-third of this number already are overseas. More are embark- 
ing on the transports all the time. The numerical strength of our 
forces on all the battle fronts is fast increasing, 
particularly in Britain, where we are aoaidistell 

to invade western Europe. 

In so far as the European arena is concerned, 
most of us believe 1944 will be the year of vic- 
tory, the final year of fighting. It may take an- 
other year to crush Japan into unconditional sur- 
render, 

There may be a few of our troops remaining 
across the seas, for a few years, with armies of 
occupation. However, it is pretty safe betting 
that the great bulk of our men, and the young 
women ef the WAC, will be Aome in not more 
than three years. Out of uniform, carrying their 
honorable discharges from the service in the 
pockets of their civilian clothes. 

Allow a few more years for these young 
men and women to shake down into normality 

and find themselves in their proper civilian 
roles. Say, at the outside, ten years from now. And what will we 
find? Why, that the dominant figures of American life of that 
coming day will be these same men and women, now in uniform. 
Eleven million, or more, constitute a number which will, undoubt- 
edly, take over a lot of key positions in business, in industry, in 
politics and in all phases of public leadership. 

Those who come back uninjured will be a strong and healthy 
crowd, physically. They have received training in physical fitness 
that so large a number could never have received in the old days 
of prewar peace. And sound bodies contribute to sound minds. 

They, to repeat, will be the leaders, they will furnish the ma- 
jority of those who will determine the policies, domestic and for- 
eign, of the United States of America in 1953 and for years there- 
after. 


A WORD OF WARNING Right here let there be given a 


word of warning to some among 
us. The men now doing the fighting are not ignorant of what is 
going on at home. They get their newspapers and they hear the 
radio. There are the army newspapers which carry the important 
news from home right to the men in the foxholes and gun turrets 
and planes. And many of them receive their home town newspa- 
per, a little late to be sure, but not too late to tell the soldier read- 
ers what is going on back home. 

And the boys; and girls, will remember. 

Which, it would appear, should be warning to those among us 
who are not backing them in their fighting, as fully as we should, 
today. 

There are a few newspapers, for instance—not many, just a 
handful—which are not as loyal to the cause for which we fight 
as they should be. The boys who will be running the business of 
the towns where those papers are published, ten years from now, 
will not forget. 

There are some members of congress who give little more, if 
that much, than lip service to the nation’s struggle for war victory. 
The boys and girls now overseas, or in uniform in this country, will 
be the dominant group among the voters, ten years hence. And 
they will remember those congressmen who gave them full backing 
and, likewise, those who placed present political advantage ahead 
of the one great cause. 


UNIONISM WILL SUFFER Most of all, though, the cause of 


| union labor will suffer in the 
years to come, when the men who today read, on distant battle 
fronts, of strikes and threatened strikes at home, will be in po- 
sition to determine the role that organized labor shall play in 
this nation. 3 

By taking unfair advantage of the nation’s present situation, 
organized labor groups may be able to force wage increases which 
will speed the fast-coming tragedy of inflation. By threats to 
hamstring the nation’s war effort, coal miners, steel workers, railroad 
men and others may compel the opening of the floodgates of 
currency depreciation. 

But their temporaty advantage will not last. They, together with 
all of us, will find inflation prices such that all the higher wages 
they get will turn to Dead Sea apples in their hands. 

And, when the boys come home, the boys who were betrayed 
even as they exposed their bodies to enemy bullets, organized labor 
will find itself in the role of a despised cause.- When a majority 
of the congress of the future years is composed of war veterans 
do you suppose there’ll be any hesitancy in passing bills to curb, 
drastically, the powers of the unions? And the majority will be 
veterans, sooner or later. Of that there can be no doubt. 

No, facing the America of ten years hence, I’d much prefer to 
do some strict beltetightening and sacrificing now, rather than gain 
a little personal advantage by hamstringing my own war duty 
to the nation.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
OVERDUE OBITUARY WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—President 


Roosevelt in proclaiming the death 
of the New Deal was merely acknowledging a reality that has 
been known to every close observer of the Washington scene for 
the past four years. 

The New Deal, which was but a symbol of the progressive aims 
and objectives of the President during the first 
seven years of his administration, died with the 
outbreak of the war in Europe in 1939. It was 
buried at Pearl Harbor. 

The only landmarks left of its former posi- 
tion and influence in governmental affairs are 
the far-sighted laws placed on the statute books. 
They are laws which, though controversial at 
‘the time of their inception, no ene now dares 
to challenge. 

Gone are most of the men who constituted 
the main satellites of the New Deal, Those that 
remain have either been submerged or restrained. 
Their identities and policies have been lost in 
the vast new complex governmental machine 
that has grown up in Washington as a part of 
the war effort. 

No longer is congress concerned with schemes 

; for humanitarian uplift which marked the early 
days of the New Deal. Its preoccupation has been solely one of 
the war since the dark days of 1939, when Hitler, by the invasion 
of Poland, threw the world into another bloody holocaust. 

So the New Deal, which died when the outbreak of war forced 
a new set of issues into our concepts of national economy, finally 
came to be buried in the ashes of the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 

Thereafter, the entire aim and policy of the national govern- 
ment underwent drastic revision, just as the superstructure of the 
government underwent a drastic reorganization in the men who 
direct it. 

After Pearl Harbor, all political barriers were thrown aside 
in selecting the best capable men to direct the huge program arising 
from our entry into the war. Men like Donald Nelson, William 
Knudsen, C. E. Wilson, Edward Stettinius, Bill Jeffers, and a host 
of others—all representing the business brains and executive leader- 
ship of the country—were brought into the picture in positions of 
high responsibility. 

Business men moved in where political proteges once held 
sway. The best evidence of this is found in the recent revelation 
that several thousand dollar-a-year men are now in the employment 
of the government. 

The understructure of the New Deal moved out as these men 
moved .in. 


NEW DEAL LONG DEAD But even before the outbreak 
of the war, and before the 1940 
which 


presidential election, saw Mr. Roosevelt elected to an 
unprecedented third term, the New Deal began to vanish. The 
greater part of its usefulness had ended. First outward symbols 
of the ending era were the appointments of two staunch Repub- 
licans to the cabinet, Secretary of War Stimson and Secretary 
of the Navy Knox. 

Since then, little consideration has been given to the strictly 
political qualifications of a candidate for high government office. 
Mr. Roosevelt has selected his administrative assistants for their 
capacity rather than their political allegiance. The record speaks 
for itself on this score. 

In a display of mendacity and demagoguery seldom equalled 
in the country, Chairman Harrison Spangler, of the Republican 
national committee, has sought to exploit the President’s acknowl- 
edgment of the demise of the New Deal by saying that Mr. Roose- 
velt is anxious to forget the record of his administration for the 
past 1l years. 

That is a cheap and unpatriotic comment on the high purposes 
of the President in suggesting that the old New Deal slogan be 
discarded for one of “Win the War,” which more truly represents 
the effort of the national administration in Washington today. 

Historians of the future will appraise the New Deal, as it 
once existed, by its fruits rather than its faults. It will be finally 
judged in the light of its achievements, just as the present war 
effort will be judged. 

There is no gainsaying that a great deal of waste and lost 
motion permeated the early programs under the New Deal. Per- 
haps it did have an excessive quota of starry eyed dreamers and 
uplifters whose zeal for the betterment of the country and the 
downtrodden took them far afield. 

But every great reform movement in history has been con- 
taminated by the same forces of error. The French revolution 
is judged not by the crimes and atrocities left in its wake, but 
by the democratic form of government it produced. 


BUT NOT SOON FORGOTTEN The New Deal will be 

remembered in the same 
way. The heritage it leaves is social security, with a new concept 
of governmental sponsorship of programs for the pensioning of the 
old and the care of persons forced out of employment; guarantee 
of bank deposits, wherein a person can have assurance that his 
Savings are not to be wiped out by failure or mismanagement: 
regulation of the stock exchange, whch previously had been allowed 
to loot and plunder the public at will; collective bargaining, which 
recognized the rights of labor to exercise a voice in determining 
standards of employment; relief, which adopted the principle that 
the government has a responsibility in providing jobs for those 
who are unable to find private employment; TVA, the great experi- 
ment in government-sponsored industrial development. 

These are some of the landmarks which more correctly define 
the New Deal. No one dares propose their repeal. They are as 
much a part of our accepted system today as the bill of rights. 

Though its good fruits are still with us, the New Deal has long 
since ceased to exist. Only its antagonisms remain. Mr. Roosevelt 
in suggesting a new slogan of “Win the War” was merely thinking 
of the desirability of burying these lingering animosities as a means 
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“Look, chum, we’re not just BORROWING this money!”

SOVEREIGNTY 
Editor, Constitution: What is 


this thing sovereignty we hear so 
much about? It seems that it is 
the block over which we have|! 
been stumbling along for many, 
many years. 


Man is a sovereign being, made 
in the image of his Maker. He} 
knows right from wrong, and has | 
the power to do either right or | 
wrong. 

In our political ,system, first | 
groups of sovereign men selected | 
representatives to form a govern- | 
ment “responsible to the people 
only.” This they called a state, 
and being composed of free, sover- 
eign and independent people, it 
was a free, sovereign and inde- 
pendent state—the only political 
body of that character that we 
have. 

The fundamental law or consti- 
tution of each state says in effect, 
that all power resides in the peo- 
ple—of that state. 


In their state constitution the | 
people said that their state gov- 
ernment could do certain things 
for the best interests of all the cit- 
izens of the state, and that the cit- 
izens could not do certain things 
for the same reason. 

In doing this, they did not give | 
away one iota of their sovereignty; | 
they simply chose to exercise their | 
sovereign right not to do certain | 
things and to grant to the state. 
government a right to do certain | 
things for the good of all the. 
people. 

Later on acting through their 
duly elected representatives, thcse 
same states framed a federal con- 
stitution, which in turn was rati- 
fied by a convention called by the | 
people of each state for that pur- | 
pose. In this- federal constitution | 
in like manner the federal gov-’ 
ernment was given the right to do 
certain things and the states | 
agreed not to do certain things for 
the good of all the people of all 
the states. 

In doing this no state gave up or 
divided its sovereignty, for sover- 
eignty cannot be divided. The fed- 
eral constitution acknowledges 
the sovereignty of the states by 
“guaranteeing to each state a re- 
publican form of government’— 
the sole right of governing them- 
selves, without the interference 
from without by anybody. 

The proposition is shall we use 
our sovereign rights to refrain 
from’ certain things as well as to 
do certain things for the benefit of

SOVEREIGNTY 

Editor, Constitution: What is 
this thing sovereignty we hear so 
much about? It seems that it is 
the block over which we have 
been stumbling along for many, 
many years. 

Man is a sovereign being, made 
in the image of his Maker. He 
knows right from wrong, and has 
the power to do either right or 
wrong. 

In our political system, first 
groups of sovereign men selected 
representatives to form a govern- 
ment “responsible to the people 
only.” This they called a state, 
and being composed of free, sover- 
eign and independent people, it 
was a free, sovereign and inde- 
pendent state—the only political 
body of that character that we 
have. 

The fundamental law or consti- 
tution of each state says in effect, 
that all power resides in the peo- 
ple—of that state. 

In their state constitution the 
people said that their state gov- 
ernment could do certain things 
for the best interests of all the cit- 
izens of the state, and that the cit- 
izens could not do certain things 
for the same reason. 


In doing this, they did not give | 
away one iota of their sovereignty; | 
they simply chose to exercise their | 


sovereign right not to do certain 


things and to grant to the state | 
government a right to do certain | 
the | 


things for the good of all 


| people. | 
Later on acting through their | 


duly elected representatives, thcse 


same states framed a federal con-| 
stitution, which in turn was rati- | 


fied by a convention called by the 
people of each state for that pur- 
pose. In this- federal constitution 


in like manner the federal gov-" 


ernment was given the right to do 
certain things and the states 
agreed not to do certain things for 
the good of all the people of all 
the states. 

In doing this no state gave up or 
divided its sovereignty, for sover- 
eignty cannot be divided. The fed- 
eral constitution acknowledges 
the sovereignty of the states by 
“guaranteeing to each state a re- 
publican form of government’’— 
the sole right of governing them- 
selves, without the interference 
from without by anybody,

Louis and the somewhat absorb- 
ing interest stout Steve Owen, of 
the New York Giants, takes in 

the Tulsa 4-Fs,

ple are prone to put two and two 
together sometimes and get the 
right answers, Sometimes it 
works the other way.

But there really seems to be 
more than meets the eye in the 
assembling of 24 4-Fs at Tulsa. It 
took work, and Coach Frnka did 
an outstanding job, 

The point is that Tulsa will 
send a strong, determined team 
on the field- against Tech next 
Saturday. 

This team may well be the 
backbone of some of the pro 
teams in the future. Steve Owen’s 


‘interest in the Tulsa team may 
‘stem purely from the fact that 


he is an Oklahoman, himself. 
Former Tennessee star, Johnny 

Butler, who played with the Pitts- 

burgh Steagles this season, may be 

assisting the squad purely through 

friendship. 

EXCEPTIONAL PROSPECTS 


But rumor has it that the Tulsa 
standouts are exceptional pro 
prospects, and not A-l because of 
a 4-F status. The boys have real 
ability. 

Tech players resumed work to- 
day with this in mind. They’ll not 
take Tulsa lightly come New 
Year’s Day. 

Today’s drill was largely one of 
accommodation as Coach Bill 
Alexander threw the gates open 
for newspapermen and photogra- 
phers. The actual drill consisted 
largely of looesning up exercises. 

Beginning tomorrow there will 
be daily morning drills, and a lit- 
tle scrimmage is not unlikely. 

“A bit of knocking may be in 
order to restore the boys’ timing,” 
Coach Alex declared. - 


TULSA WORKS HARD 


Tulsa didn’t knock off from 
practice even when a Texas 
northerner swept through Okla- 
homa stadium and Frnka kept the 
boys busy on sfgnal drill. 

Tech’s full squad will be on 
hand for the beginning of serious 
resumption of Sugar Bowl prep- 
arations tomorrow morning. 

Said Frnka of the coming New 
Year’s Day clash: 

“We are in good physical and 
mental condition for what we 
know is going to be a difficult as- 
signment. The boys are anxious 
to get on with their training and 
they will get plenty of it in the 
next four days.” 

Frnka said his undefeated Hur- 
ricane will scrimmage tombrrow.

OPA Aims Rollback 


At Newer 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—(AP)—The OPA aimed a blow 
today at high prices on new brands of whisky which have 
appeared on the market within the past year or so. 


Price ceilings were imposed at 
the processors’ level on all domes- 
tic distilled spirits. Since percent- 
age markups for wholesalers and 
retailers are fixed, the action is 
calculated to roll back consumer 
prices of some brands, Effective 
the flat maximum 
prices are applied to all new 
brands of domestic whisky intro- 
duced since March, 1942. 

The action is directed at bolster- 
ing the original whisky price-fix- 
ing regulations whch - pertained 
only to those brands then in stock. 
After that regulation was an- 
nounced new and unfamiliar 
names appeared on whisky bot- 
tles, and by brand, were not sub- 
ject to the ceilings. 

OLD BRANDS COVERED 

The new order includes dollar- 
and-cent prices per case f, o. b. 
processor’s plant, for all bottled in 
bond, straight whisky and “blends 
of straigh whiskies” at various 
ages, computed at 80 proof. Those 
old brands which have not 
changed their proof, formula or 
container size, are covered in the 
old maximum-price order. 

A similar action may be expect- 
ed soon on new brands of brandy, 
rum, gin, cordials and liqueurs, 
OPA said. 

The ceilings are so calculated 
as to include all federal excise 
taxes and the average retail 


‘prices take into account state ex- 


cises,

But as Anna 
Bowes, nutrition chief for the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
Health, told the dietitians at our 
war conference, what begins after 
the fourth decade is not increased 
resistance against fatigue and 
nerve strain. Since most of our 
new recruits in industry and other 
occupations are being drawn from 
the age group past 40—past 50!— 
our job as nutritionists is to teach 
people how to eat to beat fatigue. 


As Miss Bowes succinctly puts 
it, it’s not what we teach, but what 
gets into the intestinal tract that 
has the bearing on health. One 
of her suggestions is a novel one— 
new teeth! Dietary deficiencies 
often occur because of needed or 
poorly fitting dentures—you can’t 
eat the foods that combat fatigue. 
If you have a third set of teeth 
that do not fit as well as they 
might, spend some of your new 
money for a new set. They are 
making better dentures now than 
they were in the days when they 
were called false teeth. ° 

Miss Bowes pointed out that 
many older workers do not eat 
enough food, You may eat too lit- 
tle purely from habit, or because 
you were not very active and did 
not require a great deal of food. 
But you need it now. More work 
puts extra demands on your sys- 
tem and your margin of safety is 
narrowed. The way to make it up 
is with better food habits. 
Have a good breakfast before 


Life Begins at Forty, 
If Physical Condition Good 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


A lot has been said about life) you start your day’s work. A good 


breakfast is more than toast and 
coffee. Have a fruit or juice, a 
hot whole grain cereal or an egg, 
toast and coffee or milk. 


Lunch should be better than just 
a sandwich, a sweet and coffee. 
Those are not “fight foods.” Have 
a hot soup if you can, and a sand- 
wich of cheese, egg or meat or 
peanut butter, some raw vegeta- 
bles like carrot sticks ar celery 
or a tomato, fruit and milk. Din- 
ner should furnish the rest of the 
protective nutrients not included 
in the other two meals. 


If you eat that well you are the 
exception. The average older 
worker follows a bill of fare that 
has too little protein, thiamin, ribo- 
flavin, calcium and iron. Your 
health and efficiency depend on 
your getting an adequate intake of 
the protective nutrients daily. You 
will get them if you see that some- 
where in your three meals you 
have two or three glasses of milk, 


an egg, a green or yellow vegeta- 


ble plus another vegetable, a citrus 
fruit like oranges or grapefruit or 
tomatoes, plus another fruit, a 
serving of meat, fish or fowl, or 
beans or cheese; whole cereal and 
whole grain or enriched bread and 
perhaps wheat germ added to the 
cereal or the use of brewers yeast 
for additional Vitamin B.

Radio History Made—Leatherneck 


Records Pacific 


(The following story, distrib- 
uted by the Associated Press, 
was written by Technical Ser- 
geant Harold Azine, formerly of 
WLS, Chicago, and WBAL, Bal- 
timore, now a Marine Corps 
combat correspondent.) 


BOUGAINVILLE—(Delayed) — 
When the Marines hit Empress Au- 
gusta Bay beach on this island, 
radio history was made. For the 
first time, a man and a micro- 
phone recorded a landing operat- 
ing against Jap-held territory. 

The man is blond, 29-year-old 
Marine Sergeant Roy A. Maypole, 
former producer at CBS, New 
York. whose equipment consisted 
of (1) a sound and wire recorder, 
and (2) guts. 

At the invasion hour on the 
morning of November 1, Roy was 
standing on the deck of a trans- 
port in the U. S. Task Force. In 
the midst of our intense air and 
naval bombardment of the Jap 
shore defenses, he switched on his 
portable recorder and began a de- 
scriptive account of what was hap- 
pening, verbally identifying the 
ship-sounds, gun salvos, and bomb 
explosions while trying to keep 
his feet against the concussion 
blasts. When the men in the Ma- 
rine landing parties started down 
the rope nets, Roy rushed his mike 


to the rail of the ship to get sev-| 


eral 10-second “man-on-the-move’” 
interviews. 


ROY DIGS GRAVES 


Then he raced ashore in a land-| 


ing boat and lugged his recorder 
in the direction of the heaviest 
fighting. This was on bloody Cape 
Torokina, where the Japs had con- 
structed their strongest fortifica- 
tions. .Roy searched out an idle 
electricity generator, got it work- 
ing, hooked up his recorder, and 
hastily made ready to broadcast. 

He was put to work digging 
graves. A Marine combat corre- 
spondent is a Marine first, then a 
correspondent. Roy dug graves all 
day. 

Next morning the hot fighting 
Was up ahead, a considerable dis- 
tance from the generator feeding 
Rov’'s recorder. He asked someone 
if it would be possible to tie into 
a current farther up forward and 
was told he could get power at a 
command post which could be lo- 
cated by following a wire recent- 
ly strung to it. 

JUMPS OVER DEAD 

Roy grabbed his equipment and 
set off into the jungle, guided only 
by the slender strand of wire. 

“I followed the thing for some 
distance,” he said, “jumping over 
fallen dead trees and fallen dead 
Japs, cutting through thick under- 
brush and wading through swamp. 
After a while the wire hit 
ground and kept going along a lit- 
tle trail. I kept following it some 
more. After a few yards of this,

Where are you going?” 

“I’m looking for the command 
post. Know where it is?”

BOMB ACTION 

Two days later an enemy bomb 
landed just 10 yards from Roy’s 
recorder, the concussion caving in 
the side of its amplifier cover 
plate. This compelled him to get 
the recorder back to a place where 
it could be repaired. The mag- 
netized wire, however, was un- 
harmed and his broadcasts and in- 
terviews are intact. 

As far as is known his stuff— 
much of it taken under fire—is an 
historic “first” in radio. Its re- 
lease to the public will be through 
Marine Corps Headquarters, /ash- 
ington. 

Prior to his association with 
CBS, which began in 1941, Ser- 
geant Maypole had spent 13 years 
in commercial broadcasting; mark- 
ed mainly by his work in the pro- 
gram department of WWJ, De- 
troit, as an actor on network 
shows out of Chicago, as the writer 
of “Hobby Lobby” and other net- 
work script-shows originating in 
New York, and as staff executive 
at WHBF, Rock Island-Davenport, 
and the now extinct WARD, 
Brooklyn. 

His wife, the former Celeste
